Pursuant to Section 15.2-2303(A) of the Code of Virginia (1950, as amended) and 
Section 18-204 of the Zoning Ordinance of Fairfax County (1978, as amended), International 
Place at Tysons, LLC, for itself and its successors and/or assigns (hereinafter referred to as the 
"Applicant"), hereby proffers that development of parcels shown on the 2017 Fairfax County tax 
maps as Tax Map 39-1 ((6)) 38 and 39-2 ((2)) 39 (collectively, the "Property") shall be in 
accordance with the following conditions if, and only if, Rezoning application 2015-PR-006 (this 
"Rezoning") is granted. If the Rezoning is approved by the Board of Supervisors, these Proffers 
shall replace and supersede any and all existing proffered conditions applicable to the Property. 

GENERAL 

1. Conceptual Development Plan. The Property shall be developed in substantial 
conformance with the certain elements of International Place at Tysons Conceptual 
Development Plan/Final Development Plan ("CDP/FDP") dated April 10, 2015 and 
revised through June 12, 2017, prepared by Walter L. Philips, Inc., Davis Carter Scott, 
Ltd., and Parker Rodriquez, Inc. The proffered elements of the CDP are limited to the 
grid of streets, the general location of the points of access, buildings and build-to-lines, 
the mix of uses, minimum and maximum gross floor area (GFA), minimum and 
maximum building heights, the general quality and character of the streetscape, the 
amount and general location and quality of urban park land, and only a future amendment 
to such elements shall require a subsequent Conceptual Development Plan Amendment 
("CDPA") or Proffered Condition Amendment ("PCA"). Other elements of the CDP 
may be adjusted or modified with approval of future Final Development Plan 
Amendments ("FDPAs") in accordance with the provisions set forth in Section 16-402 of 
the Fairfax County Zoning Ordinance (the "Ordinance"). 

2. Minor Modifications. Minor modifications to the proffered elements of the CDP may be 
permitted when necessitated by sound engineering or that may become necessary as part 
of FDPA approval or final site design or engineering, pursuant to Section 16-403(4) of 
the Ordinance. 

PROPOSED DEVELOPMENT 

3. Proposed Development. 

A. The maximum gross floor area ("GFA") permitted on the Property is 483,000 
square feet (the "Proposed Development"). 
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B. The Proposed Development shall include predominately residential uses; 
however, it may also include any accessory and/or other non-residential use 
permitted by-right, by Special Exception ("SE"), or by Special Permit ("SP") in 
the Planned Tysons Corner Urban ("PTC") District, including, but not limited to, 
public and quasi-public uses, accessory uses and accessory service uses, business 
service and supply service uses, commercial recreational uses, community uses, 
eating establishments, fast food restaurants, quick service food stores, financial 
institutions, commercial recreational uses, garment cleaning establishments, 
institutional uses, college and universities, schools of special education, office 
uses, theatres, personal service and repair service establishments, vehicle sales, 
rental and ancillary service establishments, retail sales establishments, and retail 
sales establishments-large. Such non-residential uses are identified as "Non-
Residential Uses" in the development tabulations shown on Sheet C-0102 of the 
CDP/FDP (the "Development Tabulations"). Notwithstanding what is shown in 
the Development Tabulations, the Applicant reserves the right to convert up to an 
additional 31,000 square feet of designated residential to non-residential use, 
provided such non-residential uses are provided below grade and/or within the 
first two to three levels above grade as delineated with hatching on Sheet A-0400 
of the CDP/FDP. 

C. Uses allowed by special exception or special permit in the PTC District may be 
authorized through a separate special exception or special permit process without 
the need for a PCA/CDPA or FDPA, as determined by the Zoning Administrator. 

4. Existing and Interim Development. 

A. The Property is developed with an existing building and surface parking lots 
(collectively, the "Existing Development") as shown on Sheet C-0201. The 
Existing Development may remain in its current form and may operate as a 
vehicle sale, rental and ancillary service establishment and/or a furniture store on 
an interim basis, and shall not be subject to the use limitation in Section 6-505 of 
the Ordinance. The Applicant may make minor modifications to the Existing 
Development and may secure site plans approvals and building permits for, and 
make interior and exterior improvements to, the Existing Development without 
the need for a CDPA or FDPA. 

B. Any other uses permitted in the PTC District, exclusive of residential and hotel 
uses, may also be permitted as a use in the existing building subject to the Use 
Limitations in Section 6-505 of the Ordinance, as may be modified or waived. 

C. Use of the Property as described in this Proffer shall not require compliance with 
the other proffered commitments set forth in these Proffers. 

5. Final Development Plans. FDPAs for the Property shall be in substantial conformance 
with the CDP and these Proffers. The following information shall be provided with any 
FDPA filed subsequent to this Rezoning, subject to modification with concurrence from
